MR RUSH'S REPLY. 


YORK. Pa. .May 4, 1831. 


GENTLEMEN: — I have received the 


communication of the 26th A p'l. which, 
as a Committee of Correspondence of 
Anti-Masons for this county, you have 
done me the honor to address to me, on 
the general subject of Masonry and A n- 
ti-Masonry, and making some e n q u i - 
ries of me in relation to it. 
I do not 


know, that the v i e w s which I entertain 
upon either topic, can be of more im- 
portance, than those of any o'her pri- 
vate individual, who may have taken 
the trouble to inform 
himself on the 


passing events of the day. and to reflect 
upon them. 
But as you are pleased to 


invite an expression of those views. I 
will not withhold them. 
When a citi- 


zen may have adopted, on sufficient de- 
liberation, opinions upon any public 
question, they seem of riijht to belong 
to whomsoever may t h i n k them worth 
asking for- 
My opinions having been 


made up neither hastily nor very re- 
cently on those which your letter em- 
braces. I willingly proceed, w i t h o u t 
occupying 1 time by any further intro- 
duction, to present them to you, with 
the grounds oa which they are foun- 
ded.' 


I see objections to secret societies. 


because, pursuing objects not known 
to the public, through means not known 
to the public, they act u n d e r diminish- 
ed responsibilities to the public. 
If 


the objects be good, why not state 
them; if bad. they ought to be known. 
Our legislative balls are all open, and 
our courts ; so are all the arts of our 
people, that may conic to affect the in- 
terests of the body political, or social. 
Not a bridge company, not a turnpike 
company, no bank ; scarcely an associ- 
ation of any kind, for whatever purpose 
existing, whether for the advancement 
of charity, or learning, or rt-H^ior,, or a- 
n v of the. common business oi life. and 
whether incorporated by the laws or 
not, but renders its statements to the 
public, either voluntarily, or by com- 
mand of the laws. 
If the latter do not 


positively enjoin publicity, a competent 
share of informu'.ioTi regarding the ob- 
jects of such associations, is rurelv or 
ever withheld. o.n proper enquiry being 
•made- 
Societies. Ui-n. profoundly se- 


.sooner or later, laid before the grand, 
original, constituent body—the people ; 
ihe only fountain, with us, of all inllu- 
ence and sovereignty and power.— 
These are obvious principles of our 
MMem. 
Free Masonry puts forth an 


exception lo them. 
It is hence the 


right and d u t y of the people, to exer- 
cise s l i i c t censorship over a body, 
which moves in an element so contrary 
to their own. They are the higher 
power, and entitled to the undisputed 
control. 
It is as much a general t r u t h 


in morals as in government, that it is 
vice, not virtue, v\hich needs a veil. 


In saying that recent disclosures 


have shown the dangers of masonry in 
the United Slates, let us see if I am not 
right. 
I desire to be guided by facts, 


and lo look at them rigorously. 
Your 


enquiries are broad, and should be met 
broadly. 
But facts shall be my basis, 


and I wish lo deal w i t h them practical- 
ly, as I have really beheld them. 
You 


apply lo me as citizens, taking an actu- 
al part in the affairs around you. 
I am 


to answer you in that capacity, and as 
a member of t h e same community. 


The public all know that certain t r i - 


als have been held from time to fimei:i 
the state of N'ew-York, for the discove- 
ry of the authors of the abduction and 
murder of William Morgan. 
Against 


this man's liberty and life, an extensive 
and formidable conspiracy had been 
laid, w h i c h ended in the destruction of 
both. 
He was a native of Virginia and 


had removed into New-York. 
It was 


there, it seems, that he committed a 
certain offence, not against the laws of 
his country, but the Code of Masonry ; 
namely, that of revealing its secrets ; 
and this is the offence for which he is 
made to suffer death. 
The conspira- 


tors neither laid against him, nor pre- 
tended any other. 
The case ii there- 


fore purely masonic in its origin and 
termination. _There is nothing extra- 
neous to embarrass the judgment, or 
lead away the thoughts. 


When I remark, that the public all 


know of the trials, I mean that they 
have heard of them generally : for I do 
not believe, that one person in filly 
knows any thing more about them. 
I 


have followed up ihe account of them, 
as far as I have had the means; and es- 
pecially those that have taken place at 
Lock port, within the last few months. 
I have clone so in no prejudiced spirit, 
but wi'h an earnest desire to understand 
the whole case rightly. 
They appear 


to me. to unfold one of the most extra- 
ordinary incidents that has ever trans- 
pired. 
All the circumstances consid- 


ered, I know not where we shall seek 
for its counterpart. It is seen from 
these trials, that the laws of the land 
cannot be executed upon the authors of 
an audacious and bloody conspiracy, al- 
though its entire theatre was in one of 
the most populous parts of the Union, 
although attempts have been made to 
enforce them in all practicable ways for 
a period now exceeding four years, al- 
though the government of the state ol 
New-York, has aided, by its immediate 
rountenance and direction, the public 
prosecutions, besides having issued 
commissions of special investigation; 
and, what i.s more astonishing than all. 
although the conspirators, with their 
aiders and abettors, are, in probability, 
known to more than out hundred per- 
sons belonging to the masonic body, if 
not to a larger number. That they are. 
certainly known to a great many ma- 
sons, if to fewer than one hundred, is 
plain, from lights that must bring con- 
viction home to every dispassionate 
and sound mind.

their liberties. 
It is a deadly opiate 


diffusing itself through the political 
svstem,against the insiiliations of which 
the patriot-heart should be roused by e- 
very consideration that can animate it 
to its highest duties. 
When the mag- 


istrates are seen with the. ensigns of au- 
thority powerless in their hands, an ap- 
peal is made to the inextinguishable al- 
legiance and generous devotion which 
should bind every citizen to the com- 
mon weal. The love of public freedom 
must be shown in the inviolable main- 
lenance oi i n d i v i d u a l rights.

It is of great and 


inspiring magnitude. .Looked at by 
itst'lfit may be called detached, 01 liule 
bv those v. bo little know how to think- 
But properly weighed by Us principle 
as well as fuels, it is momentous und 
appalling. 
It is no case lor Countv 


Courts. 
It is for the Nation. That is 


its proper tribunal. 
Those who w i l l 


lift up their minds to an c-nlarged and 
just conception of it, instead of keeping 
down to a superficial and imperfect one, 
will see it under a connexion indissolu- 
ble, with a train of public principles 
with which an*, interwoven the inter- 
ests, the safety and the durable glory of 
the nation. Let the law, thai sheet an- 
chor of society, come lo int.ss "us grap- 
ple upon public lelons. banded in league 
together by a principle that exalts their 
crimes into achievements of mc'iit, and 
every thing is exposed lo wreck and 
dissolution.

13 y its universal and spon- 


taneous activity, operating like a mor- 
al hue and cry, it helps to point aright, 
public vigilance and 
suspicion. 
It 


ministers usefully to public indignation, 
m a k i n g it strong and stirring. 
Il puts 


every thing in motion, itself heading 
the pursuit. It sharpens scrutiny, ro 
invigorates flugging exertion, smites 
like inward fire upon the fears and punt- 
ings of the skulking felon, and throws 
out signals of all kinds a thousand 
times more valuable, when its mighty 
trumpet is sounded in a good cause, 
than any that masonry ever planted up- 
on its mysterious Lodges. Need I in- 
stance the case of White, at Salem I 
Need I mention that of Thurtcll, in 
England a lew years ago, when the un- 
ceasing clangor of their press, reverbe- 
rated even to our shores. 
Paris never 


had such a police ; society never such 
a conservative principle. It is omni- 
present. 
Like Hashes from the Heav- 


ens, it lights up the entire horizon. — • 
Its sweep is from the v'orient to tho 
drooping west," the whole nation its 
stage ; the whole people its audience, — 
What a power in society, when direct- 
ed lo proper ends; hov-- resistless, how 
awful ! 


But, in the case we arc considering, 


with the exception of ihe com para live- 
ly few newspapers, anti-masonic in spe- 
cial name and object, the press, as far 
as 1 have had opportunities of observ- 
ing, has bees: shamefully silent.

A letter from Caen to the editor of 


the Courier Francais (a Paris journal) 
gives the following description of the 
hnding of the ex-Imperial family of 
Brazil at Cherbourg: 


"A considerable crowd, the same 


which twelve months ago followed in 
curious silence the retreating steps of 
Charles X again assembled, making a 
thousand reflections upon the extraor- 
dinary vicissitudes of royally, in con- 
sequence of which, after so short an 
interval, an American sovereign disem- 
barked at the same port, whence an ex- 
king of France, exiled forever from his 
n a t i v e land, had embarked."

OAKI.AXD. [K.y ] July 20, 1831. 


Dear Sir : Your l'a\orof the 7th inst. 


has been received. 
I find thai you un- 


derstood me to say, that the President 
would at least expect the i n v i t a t i o n of 
Mrs. Eaion when you gave large and 
general parties. 
The President never 


did directly or indirectly express or in- 
timate such an expectation. 
He in- 


foimed me that he had heen induced to 
believe that a pan of his cabinet h::tl 
entered into a com hi nation to drive Ma- 
jor Eaton from it, by excluding him 
and his family from society; thai he 
had also been informed t h a t the succes- 
sive parties to which you allude, was a 
link in the chain ; that attempts had 
been made even upon foreign Ministers 
to exclude Maj- Eaton and his family 
from their parties ; t h a t such a state o'f 
things gave him great distress ; that he 
was determined at all hazards to have 
harmony in his cabinet. 


He then read a paper containing the 


principles upon which he intended to 
act. 
In my conversation w i t h you, I 


referred to this paper.

now in existence. 
It disclaimed all in- 


tentions, on the part of the President, 
to regulate, in any manner whatever 
the private or social intercourse of the 
members of his cabinet.
